The son of the 
Prussian officer was born on the high 
seas as his parents were en route to 
America, and grew up in the Colonies 
afterwards becoming a surgeon—Dr. 
Michael Houck—in the Continental 
army. 


The old will of James Carey is writ- 
ten in clear penmanship but the pap- 
er has become so worn in the course of 
time that this writing is iWegible in 
places. One wonders, in reading it, if 
the Elizabeth Brower, whose marriage
